Blazers, Doubtful Honors 


Is it an honour to wear an Australian blazer? It should 
be, yet there are so many of them about that it seems they 
are ten a penny. 


The same can be said for the Victorian blazers. - 


- In most organisations it is usual for the representative 
blazers, bearing the distinctive colours of the organisation, 
whether it be State or National, to be given only to those 
who have represented the State or nation on the field of 
play, and only to officials who travel with those teams over- 
seas, or in Australia, probably inter-State. 


At present Australian blazers are to be had almost for 
the asking. All you have to do is get yourself named as a 
reserve. Fourth or fifth reserve will do. You have no chance 
of risking disgrace on the field, because it is highly unlikely 
that four or five players will be carried off in any game. 


There have been rumours this season about the hand- 
ing out of blazers by naming players as reserves and then not 
playing them when the occasion arose. It has happened more 
than once. If those reserves were not intended to take the 
field in the event of an emergency, why were they named? 


The managers also get blazers. For taking charge of 
a Victorian or Australian team for perhaps no more than 
one day they rate a green and gold (or blue in the case of 
Victoria) blazer. 


In most other sports, to become manager is an honour 
keenly sought after, but not so generously rewarded. A 
manager who looks after a team at home receives a pocket 
to add to his existing blazer, be it State or only Club. 


Why not in Soccer? By naming reserves and not play- 
ing them in several instances this year, and in the changing 
of teams, rightly or wrongly, forty players have qualified 
for Australian blazers this season alone. Many of them will 
already have them, whether earned or not. Others have be- 
come eligible even if they have never taken the field. 


In England, blazers are hard to come by. Certain inter- 
national games are not considered important enough for 
blazers to be issued. Some countries even demand that a 
player represents his country outside its borders before he 
qualifies for a blazer. Others demand that he play a given 
number of games, for the full 90 minutes, too. 


Make our blazers something to be proud of. Not some- 
thing that can almost be bought over the counter.

Len Young Says: 


SOCCER NEWS 
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Chinese Were World Class, Buc 
Victoria Did Well 


The first game against the Chinese team was, to me, a 


very useful one indeed. 


It brought home at first hand, in a 


very practical way, a large number of the points I’ve raised 
in these articles, and am pushing home in practical coaching. 


Let’s examine some of these be- 
fore having a few words about the 
match itself. 


@ At least two players running 
into reachable positions of col- 
league with ball. 


@ The large proportion of one- 
touch football evident, in 
which only one kick at the 
ball is used to divert it to a 
colleague. This makes the 
only sure tackle by an oppo- 
nent good anticipation. 


@ The through ball that is used 
only after flank-to-flank passes 
have been made to open up an 
otherwise solid defence. 


These three skills, used con- 
stantly by any team, would auto- 
matically make it a first-class com- 
bination. If you add to them the 
necessary ball control and team 
understanding that is part and par- 
cel of any club professional, it 
puts any eleven into world stan- 
dards. : 


In view of all this, I state quite 
frankly that, having normal human 
feelings (some of my pupils may 
query this), more goals for, or 
fewer against, would haye led to a 
feeling of elation in me. 

Nevertheless, many pleasing fac- 
tors were evident in the Victorian 
side. \ 

There Were Opportunities 

Barly in the game proof was pro- 
vided by the forward line that _op- 
portunities could be made. That 
these were not taken advantage of 
is a sign of weakness.

Dare I make some slight excuse? 
—A player who has been schooled 
to take advantage of these open- 
ings was not there, through no 
reason of anybody’s, but just 
through the “luck of the game.” 


Again in the second half, we pro- 
vided the majority of attacking 
moyes; the number of balls cut 
back by Sid Thomas (a move prac- 
tised almost to perfection), and 
the many very good crosses by 
Ralph Piercy, could have been 
turned to account. 


Remember, too, that these at- 
tacking moves were made against 
a defence that was first class, make 
no mistake about that! 


Defience Learned Quickly 


The Victorian defence, after 
making certain tactical mistakes in 
the first half, learned their lesson 
to such an extent in the second 
half that the visitors had to really 
earn the one goal scored. This very 
fact augurs well for their future 
performances. 


To sum up, considering the 
majority of the boys were meeting 
this class of Soccer for the first 
time, most of them came through 
with credit. 


Now I want to answer a query I 
heard expressed by many people 
after the match, and it was this:— 
“Surely the sodden condition of 
the pitch was in Victoria’s favor?” 

This is utter nonsense. The 


ground itself was quite firm under ~ 
the thick, well-grassed top, with a 


thin veneer of liquid mud just be-

A Point for the Press 

This type of surface favors the 
player who by constant training 
and conditioning of the body has 
developed a very high degree of 
co-ordination between feet and 
brain. 

A highly trained athlete will 
dance over the ground, with a mini- 
mum of contact between feet and 
earth. Many world-famous coaches 
and trainers are looking to ballet 
dancing as a means, apart from 
pore training methods, to this 
end. 

If, in the light of this, we ex- 
amine the very short period most 
players here are able to give to this 
specialised work, my point will be- 
come very clear.

Referee Hutchison says 


Higher Fee First Step to 
More and Better Referees 


__, Phe Victorian Soccer Referees’ Association is finding it increasingly 
difficult to recruit prospective referees to supplement its inadequate 


numbers, 


__, It is true that the referees’ associations all over the world have a 
difficult task in trying to enrol new members, but here in Victoria we 
seem to be up against an almost impossible task. 


At present, the association can- 
not possibly fulfil appointments for 
every match, with the consequence 
that every week games are played 
without official referees. 

This state of affairs is very un- 
desirable to all concerned, particu- 
larly to the clubs. 

Why is it, then, that we have 
such difficulty? What are the ob- 
stacles we must overcome to make 
the job a little more attractive? 


More Money First 

First and foremost I would say 
increase the referees’ fees in the 
top grades, not by just a few shil- 
lings, but make it a substantial 
one. 

We would then get a keen, com- 
petitive outlook amongst referees 
who would strive to make the top 
grade, Most of all, this would be 
an extra incentive for intending 
referees, 

This, in my opinion, will lead to 
a higher standard of refereeing 
generally, which is the ultimate 
aim of our association. 

Few people will doubt that the 
clubs can afford such an increase 
in fees, with the spectators pouring 
in to see popular teams at the rate 
of 3/- a time.

Not Much Left 

The present fee for a first divi- 
sion match is 30/-. Because of 
work or the distance and time in- 
volved, a referee may have to buy 
a meal and pay expensive travel- 
ling costs. This all comes out of 
his 80/-. 


On occasions on which a referee 
is delayed, he may have to take a 
taxi. He pays for this, too. 


Taken over the season, the 
weekly payments do not go far, 
when all expenses, including gear 
and association subscriptions, are 
taken out. 

It is a fact that would-be ref- 
erees have been staggered to learn 
of the paltry sum which constitutes 
their so-called ‘‘fee.”’ It is not 
much inducement to take over a 
first division game, and we have 
lost many referees because of this. 

Not Interested 

During the past three seasons I 
have met several referees from 
England now living in Melbourne. 
They admitted frankly that they 
would not take on the job here for 
the present fee. 

Why, then, is not something 
done about it? We were informed 
last season that increased fees had 
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been suggested by a member or 
members of the Soccer Council. 
The referees decided not to pursue 
the matter, as it appeared that the 
Council was prepared to review the 
situation and act accordingly on its 
own account. : 


When the present season started 
and nothing further had been said 
or done, the referees were disap- 
pointed, to say the least. Even with 
so much trouble on the fields this 
season, and the great shortage of 
referees, the Council has not men- 
tioned the matter further. 


In other words, two seasons are 
to elapse before the Council takes 
action on something it has itself 
suggested. 

We hope that the Council will 
meet us at our request to discuss 
this matter, with a view to long- 
overdue action. If we are forced 
to continue in the present state, we 
shall continue to lose more and 
more referees. 

Soccer will surely grow here in 
Australia, but it would grow much 
faster if the administrators ener- 
getically combatted everything 
which threatens the game. The 
game cannot be played without 
referees, and the matter of fees is 
one of the major obstacles in get- 
ting new recruits. 

The longer a decision is delayed, 
the more damage is done, and the 
longer it takes to make that good 
again when the fees are put up, as 
they inevitably must be.

Rejected Nomination, a 
Slight on L.V. 


My appointment to the V.A.S.F.A. Council by the Latrobe Valley 


Dear Sir, 


Association as their delegate has been found unacceptable by the Vic- 


torian Council. The Latrobe Valley clubs accepted my nomination, but 
the Victorian Council has given me no reasons for its rejection. 


I can stand on my record to Soc- 


. ¢er in the Latrobe Valley: In 1952 


I was secretary of the R.A.A.F. 
Hast Sale Club, in 1953 secretary 
of the R.A.A.F. club until April, 
when I became Publicity Officer 
for Latrobe Valley and started a 
weekly radio Soccer session on 
Fridays, and travelled 100 miles to 
and from Morwell for league meet- 
ings. 

Last year I was co-founder of 
Sale United Club, secretary for a 
few months, publicity officer for 
Latrobe Valley, and a member of 
both the council and league man- 
agement committees. This meant 
travelling up to 200 and 300 mies 
many weekends to gain publicity 
for Soccer. This year I am unat- 
tached to any club, and have as- 
sisted with the sale of “Soccer 
News.”’ 


Not Playing the Game 


The council is loud in its pro- 
tests when the Victorian Football 
League does not give a ground for 
Soccer, because  school-teachers 
cannot travel inter-State with 
boys, and pleads for tolerance for 
Soccer on the ground that there is 
room enough for our game as well 
as Australian Rules. 


But does the V.A.S.F.A. Council 
feel that in refusing to accept a 
Latrobe Valley delegate to the 
council it is playing the game? 
Soccer in Victoria is their responsi- 
bility. The Latrobe Valley is affi- 
liated to the V.A.S.F.A., but they 
are not getting the assistance they 
should. 


If the council believes it rules 
Soccer in Victoria, as it claims, it 
must allow the country teams a 
voice. A delegate who knows their 
needs and wants, and is not pre- 
pared to be silenced, must have a 
voice in their decisions. The Lat- 
robe Valley clubs are entitled to a 
fair go, and not to be abused be- 
cause they are poor and so far 
from Melbourne. 


What About a Game? 

On Queen’s Birthday the Lat- 
robe Valley had a ground booked 
for a game against a Metropolitan 
XI, but the game was not played. 

Mr. Thomas, chairman of the 
council, should have as his aim the 


advancement of Soccer in Victoria, 
not only Melbourne. The country 
association should be given -a 
chance to forge ahead. ; 


Next Saturday the Latrobe Val- 
ley has a free day from games to 
allow players to come to see Aus- 
tria play. It is still not too late 
to ask for a team to represent the 
Valley to play a Melbourne XI. 


What better proof than such a 
game that the V.A.S.F.A. has Soc- 
cer’s interests at heart? 


A ’phone call to Morwell 2449, 
to Frank McIver, would be a move 
for better relations between Lat- 
robe Valley and the V.A.S.F.A.

of the laws of the game. 


Today in Victoria we find our- 
selves well behind the tactical 
times of football. It is worth not- 
ing that it is only since the Asso- 
ciation showed a bit of initiative 
and secured the services of Mr. 
Len Young that we have given 
much thought to tactics. 


Football here was at a dead-end 
until Len brought to us the real 
position of overseas Soccer and its 
improvements. 

To play and win meant to have 
the best team of individualists. 

We have a golden opportunity to 
study the tactical side of our code 
with the visits of South China, 
South Africa and Rapid. 

If we go to these games to study 
their form of attack and defence, 
we will find that we are way be- 
hind tactically, 

To ask a selection committee to 
choose two players as centre-for- 
wards, or to play another as an at- 
tacking half, would create a stir 


that would convince even the asker 
that he was mad. 

Yet it has to come. Perhaps we 
might some day convince our club , 
selectors of the reason we want 
Tom Jones in the team. 

Those of us who have completed 
Len’s coaching class can appreciate 
the position more so than those 
who have not. For it has only been 
through his eyes that we have 
learned to see the differences in 
our game from that played by our 
visitors. ; 

It is to be hoped that in time 
not only those coaches, but club 
selectors as well, will see the light.
